As 1990 draws to a close, the Directors and staff would like to share With you some highlights of the 
Foundation’s 36th yearof community service and grantmaking. 


Several new gifts were received during the 1989-90 fiscal year, bringing the total funds to more than 
$7 million. The Foundation applauds the philanthropic and farsighted nature of these gifts, described 
in the accompanying Annual Report, and offers the appreciation of the community-at-large to these 
donors, their families and financial advisors. 


In the past few months, grants surpassing $180,000 in total have been awarded to a wide variety of 
community organizations (listed ongreverse) from the Foundation’s'discretionary funds. When added 
to distributions from other funds, the Foundation’s grants for 1990-91 wil! likely exceed $400,000. 


Five Directors retired from the Board at the Annual Meeting in June. We thank Sondra Cornett, Mary 
Lou Dingle, Owen Shewfelt, John Thomas and Roger Yachetti for their leadership and community 
service through The Hamilton Foundation.

During this period of economic uncertainty, many local organizations will, no doubt, turn to The 
Hamilton Foundation for support. In order to meet this challenge and to develop reserves for future 
community needs, the Foundation has determined to increase its financial resources and to ensure 
that its grantmaking activities are reflective of identified community concerns and integrated with 
funding programs of other institutions. 


Much work has already been done locally within the health and social development sectors to identify 
gaps in service and funding priorities. To complement this data, the Foundation has commissioned the 
Social Planning & Research Council to undertake a needs assessment study of the arts, education and 
environmental sectors. The Foundation will use this community-wide profile to determine focus areas 
for grantmaking in the 1990’s in collaboration with other grantmakers. 


The concept of a permanent capital fund, with the earnings each year going back to help a wide range 
of local charitable causes, is attracting increasing attention. Thoughtful people who support the day-to- 
day needs of many worthy institutions are attracted by this idea of extending their giving beyond 
their lifetimes. They thus find a lasting way of thanking the community that has been good to them 
and their families.

President’s Report 


A gift to The Hamilton Foundation is the best way I know 
to make sure my contribution continues to provide income 
to help members of my community for generations to 
come. Between April 1, 1989 and March 31, 1990, the 
Foundation received more than $650,000 in new 
contributions, of which some $580,000 was designated to 
be added to the Foundation’s capital base. 


Three special funds were established in the past year: 


e Ray Lowes created a fund for environmental purposes. 

e The “Geritol Follies” established a fund to provide scholarships in 
performing arts. 

e One of the Foundation’s Directors made the first contribution to an 
Administration Fund. The Board’s hope is that this fund will grow so that 
eventually all the Foundation’s expenses will be covered by interest earned 
from contributions that were made especially to cover administrative costs. 


In the Fall of 1989, the Foundation initiated a second granting cycle to provide a 
more timely response to the needs of the community. Such a change requires 
adaptation for both the Foundation and those receiving grants. It is, therefore, 
not surprising that the Financial Statements show a temporary decrease in the 
level of grants, which should be offset by an increase in the grants awarded next 
year. Still, more than 75 grants were distributed for a variety of community 
purposes. As well, approximately 100 students received bursary aid. 


At the Annual General Meeting in June, members of the 1989-90 Board of Directors 
welcomed several new appointees (identified by *):

The Financial Statements also reflect recent purchases of computer hardware 
and software, items the Foundation expects will allow it to meet the clerical 
challenges of the 1990’s. 


In December, the Sheraton Hamilton named the Foundation its “Corporate 
Citizen of the Month” and hosted the Foundation’s 35th Anniversary 
celebration. The Bach-Elgar Choir, an organization to whom the Foundation 
made one of its very first grants, graciously entertained the large festive 
gathering. Argue Martin, my law partner and the only surviving founder of The 
Hamilton Foundation, was honoured. His acceptance of the Foundation’s 
recognition on behalf of himself and his fellow founding Directors gave us all 
some insight into the vision and the ideals from which the Foundation 
developed. 


Our 35th year was also marked by the decision to engage professional 
investment advisors, by launching a Strategic Planning Committee and by 
commissioning the Social Planning & Research Council to complete a needs 
study in the areas of arts and culture and the environment which, when added 
to their existing information in the areas of health, social services and adult 
education, will provide a well-rounded picture of the current needs of this 
community. 


The Hamilton Foundation, like most great efforts, depends on the limitless spirit 


and energy of its staff and volunteers. My special thanks to all those with whom 
I have had the privilege of working in the administration of the Foundation’s

A Sense of Community 


Giving away money responsibly has never been easy; in recent years, it seems 
to be even harder. There are so many areas of need - education, health care, the 
homeless, the arts, and a host of others. Donors are faced with an overwhelming 
number of solicitations and, not surprisingly, many find it difficult to weigh the 
comparative merits of the various requests. Selecting charitable causes for 
inclusion in a will can be even more puzzling in our rapidly changing society. 


For people with a strong sense of community, The Hamilton Foundation offers 
a solution to this dilemma. A gift to the community through the Foundation will 
help to ensure that needs in health and social services, arts and culture, 
education, conservation and recreation are met now and in the years ahead. It’s 
an investment for future generations of Hamilton—-Wentworth and Burlington 
residents. 


SERVING A VARIETY OF DONORS 


Donors to The Hamilton Foundation range from those of relatively modest 
means to those with large financial resources; contributions of all sizes are 
appreciated. The Foundation encourages unrestricted donations so that a wide 
variety of needs may be addressed and provision made for changing conditions 
in the future. 


It is recognized, however, that contributors of very substantial gifts may wish to 
identify a specific area for support. Consultation with the Foundation is 
requested when drawing such a will clause. 


Those who are considering, or who have already established, a private 
foundation may wish to join forces with The Hamilton Foundation. Affiliation 
provides the satisfactions of a private foundation without the responsibilities of 
administration, investment, reporting and evaluation. 


FINANCIAL BENEFITS AND TAX ADVANTAGES 


Gifts made to The Hamilton Foundation during a donor’s lifetime are deductible 
to the maximum extent possible under current tax law; gifts from estates are not 
subject to income tax. 


Speed is also an advantage for many donors. Since the legal apparatus is 
already in place, a new fund can literally be established, and tax advantages 
obtained, in a very short time — often in one visit. 


Because the Foundation manages a large number of funds, administrative costs 
and service fees are minimized. 


ACCOUNTABILITY 


The Hamilton Foundation is fully accountable to the community, publishing an 
Annual Report. Charitable distributions are overseen by a Board of Directors 
comprised of community leaders familiar with the diverse range of needs within 
the area. Advisors who are experts in specific fields of interest frequently assist 
the Board in its granting deliberations. 


FUND STABILITY 


The Hamilton Foundation offers stability and continuity for charitable works, 
unaffected by political shifts or economic downturns. This is especially 
important to donors who wish to see their philanthropic activities and concerns 
continue permanently. The organizational, financial and Board structure of The 
Hamilton Foundation is designed to ensure effective community leadership far 
into the future. 


GIFT CONSIDERATIONS 


Anyone can make a real and lasting difference in the daily life of this 
community through The Hamilton Foundation. Here are a number of ideas for 
consideration: 


A Gift in a Will - An individual may wish to include a testamentary gift for a 
specific amount or for the residue of an estate or any portion thereof. While the 
Foundation prefers to receive unrestricted gifts, donors may suggest use of 
funds. Consultation with the Foundation is requested when planning a gift for a 
particular purpose, cause or area of interest. 


Lifetime Gifts - Donations in any amount are invited and receipts for income 
tax purposes are issued immediately. Unless otherwise directed, donations are 
added to the Community Fund, the income from which is disbursed for 
charitable purposes across Hamilton-Wentworth and Burlington. Donors may, 
however, request that their contribution be added to a specific fund or used to 
establish a new one, in which case consultation with the Foundation is 
recommended. 


Transfer of a Private Foundation or Charitable Trust - Executors and 
administrators of private foundations and charitable trusts may find it practical 
and economical to transfer all or part of the assets to a named fund within The 
Hamilton Foundation. The intent of the fund may continue as before with the 
added advantages of a permanent organization for long-term administration and 
a staff for grantmaking purposes. 


New or Transferred Life Insurance Policies - An individual may make The 
Hamilton Foundation beneficiary and owner of a new or existing life insurance 
policy. This can be an inexpensive way to make a substantial gift to the 
Foundation. Premiums paid on new policies and cash surrender values of 
existing policies at the time of transfer are deductible from taxable income, 
subject to the provisions and limitations of the Income Tax Act. 


Celebration or Memorial Gifts - Gifts may be made to honour a living person, 
organization or event, or in memory of a deceased relative or friend. An 
appropriate notice will be sent to the honouree or family, and a receipt for 
income tax purposes will be issued to the donor. 


Endowments for Other Organizations - The Foundation holds capital funds for 
the Children’s International Learning Centre, the Hamilton Philharmonic 
Orchestra and the Hamilton Public Library to provide these organizations with a 
source of revenue, capital protection and asset growth. Gifts to increase these 
funds or enquiries concerning capital fund management for other groups are 
invited. 


Investing in Their Community 


NEW FUNDS IN 1989-90.- $580,704 


The Hamilton Foundation has received bequests and special gifts from many 
people through the years. Such gifts illustrate the belief of these individuals that 
the community which has helped them to prosper should benefit from some 
portion of their accumulated funds. The following new funds were received 
during the period April 1, 1989 to March 31, 1990: 


Estate of Douglas J. Clark - $100,000 

The granddaughter of Adam Clark, founder of the long-established (1874) local 
construction company and daughter of William J. and Frances Elizabeth Hunter, 
Miss Douglas Clark lived most of her life at the corner of Queen and Aberdeen. 
She volunteered with retarded children and was active in the Big Sister 
Association. Being very musical, she was also involved with The Duet Club and 
the Hamilton Philharmonic. Miss Clark directed that the income from her 
bequest be shared among several local health and social service organizations, 
as well as Melrose United Church. 


Estate of Vangie Mae Crosthwaite - $40,000 

Vangie Crosthwaite took a great interest in documenting her family’s early 
history in the Hamilton area. Her ancestors settled in Bartonville, and today a 
street in that area bears the family name. As was the custom, she stayed at 
home, on King Street East, to look after her parents, Nellie Gage and Harvey 
Franklin Crosthwaite. Her garden was a source of great pleasure, not only to 
her, but to others who nominated her for several Trillium Awards. 


Hamilton Follies Inc. — $93,000 

The dreams of aspiring young performers from this area could be a step closer, 
thanks to sell-out performances of Hamilton’s internationally famous ‘“Geritol 
Follies”. The company - singers, dancers and entertainers all over 60 years of 
age who have played to literally thousands of people - approached the 
Foundation to organize a post-secondary performing arts scholarship program 
on their behalf with the accumulated show profits. 


Raymond N. Lowes - $3,000 

Deeply concerned about the future of our natural environment, conservationist 
Ray Lowes established an open fund within the Foundation to generate support 
for preservation and improvement programs. Contributions to the Ray Lowes 
Environmental Fund from others sharing his concerns are invited. The Fund 
presently stands at more than $11,000. 


Estate of Frederick James Mills - $24,312 

Although Fred Mills died in 1970, it wasn’t until his widow Freda passed away 
last year that the Foundation received a share of his estate. He had enjoyed a 
first-hand relationship with the Foundation, having been elected to the Board in 
1964. Mr. Mills served in Italy during the First World War, attained the rank of 
Captain and was awarded the Military Cross. Subsequently, he joined the family 
hardware business and was active in the Gyro Club, a local service organization. 
Like his father Charles, a well-known architect, Fred Mills had an eye for design 
which he put to use in building his home on Hillcrest Avenue. 


Estate of Annie Stott Nieman - $38,061 

Nan Stott and her family came to Canada from England after the First World 
War. They were a musical family, singers and pianists. She worked in various 
offices around town, latterly as a switchboard operator at CHML Radio The 
wartime effort of the 1940’s inspired her to canvass tirelessly, and successfully, 
for the Victory Bond campaign. Her husband Sam, who had worked for the 
local newspaper and enjoyed a reputation as a basketball star, died several years 
ago. 


Estate of Grace Josephine Smith - $11,989 

Grace Smith was a direct descendant of one of our district’s first settlers, Jacob 
Smith, a United Empire Loyalist who built his log cabin on a Crown Grant in 
the present Ryckman’s Corners area. Her mother’s Ashbaugh ancestors built the 
first local redware pottery in the early 1800's, in the vicinity of Main West and 
Arkell. She was keenly interested in the local U.E.L. Association and served as 
Secretary for many years. An active member of Erskine Presbyterian Church, 
Miss Smith taught nearby at Strathcona School, as well as at Queen Mary, 
Stinson and Dalewood Schools over a period of 40 years. 


Estate of Leanora May Spicer - $25,000 

Leanora Spicer’s bequests to The Hamilton Foundation, Salvation Army, Scott 
Mission, United Church (for medical missionary work) and Red Cross exemplify 
her lifelong concern for the disadvantaged. Born on a farm near Lowville, she 
trained as a Registered Nurse at the Hamilton General Hospital and worked 
there until she married Harry S. Spicer, remembered as a successful Hamilton 
investment counsel. Mrs. Spicer also supported the Royal Botanical Gardens, 
creating arrangements for their sales and providing funds to develop a sheltered 
garden, known as “Spicer Court”, at the south entrance of the Headquarters. 


Estate of Robert Howard Tugman - $50,000 

Howard Tugman was the General Manager of a Studebaker dealership, 
Community Motors Ltd., until his retirement in 1961. The following year, he 
was appointed a Judge in the Hamilton Citizenship Court. Mr. Tugman was 
particularly interested in disabled children; he raised funds through the 
Shriners’ Club and helped to establish the Cerebral Palsy Centre. He was also 
active in the Red Cross and the Hamilton Rotary Club, where he served as 
President. His gift to the Foundation was made in memory of his late wife, 
Edna Pearl (Patterson). 


Other Gifts and Bequests - $195,342 

During the year, further distributions were received from the Estates of Annie 
M. Biggar, M. Jessie Chagnon, Mildred L. Danby and Robert P. McBride, 
amounting to a total of $125,070. Other capital contributions received from 
several donors during the year amounted to $70,272.

Violinist Adam Simpson of Dundas and harpist Natalie 
Younglai of Burlington were presented with the Foundation's 
1989 “Lee Hepner Memorial Awards for Musical Excellence” 
by Patricia Rolston Hepner, widow of the conductor of the 
McMaster Symphony Orchestra and co-founder of the 
Hamilton Philharmonic Youth Orchestra. Next year, award 
winners will be selected during the Junior and Senior Finals 
Competitions at the Hamilton Kiwanis Music Festival.

Notes to Financial Statements 


March 31, 1990 


1. SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING 
POLICIES 


The financial statements of the Foundation have been prepared in accordance 
with generally accepted accounting principles. Because certain donors have 
provided amounts for special purposes, the financial statements have been 
presented in a manner which segregates the Community Fund (unrestricted) 
from Designated Funds (for special purposes). In addition to these funds which 
belong to the Foundation, there are Managed Funds, belonging to outside 
organizations. 


(continued) 


Notes to Financial Statements (continuca) 


Community Fund income earned is distributed as determined by the Board of 
Directors. 


Designated Funds represent amounts donated to the Foundation for which the 
capital is generally intended to be preserved. Grants are made for designated 
purposes from the income earned. 


Managed Funds consist of capital amounts which have been advanced to the 
Foundation for investment purposes with such capital and related income 
earned to be distributed as directed by the owners. 


The more significant accounting policies followed by the Foundation have been 
summarized to facilitate a review of the financial statements: 


(a) Earnings from investments and undirected donations are recorded in 
income as they are received. Expenses are recorded in the period to which 
they relate. 


(b) Donated amounts for which the capital is intended to be preserved are 
recorded as fund capital. In addition, realized capital gains are recorded as 
fund capital. 


(c) Investments consisting of term deposits, bonds, debentures and shares are 
recorded at cost. 


(d) Expenditures for fixed assets are recorded as disbursements in the period in 
which they occur. 


2. DONATIONS AND OTHER RECEIPTS 


(a) In 1990, the Foundation paid $20,936 for rent of its premises and received 
an offsetting donation of $20,936. In addition, a life insurance policy has 
been received naming The Hamilton Foundation as the beneficiary with a 
$1,000 premium paid by the donor. These transactions have not been 
included in the statement of income, expenses and fund balances. 


(b) The Foundation, in co-operation with The Spectator, has developed an 
ongoing designated fund to sponsor needy children for summer day 
camping. Donations received in 1990, $35,509 ($31,511 in 1989) are 
included in income and $36,330 ($41,800 in 1989) was distributed to area 
day camps on behalf of needy children.

Auditors’ Report 


To the Directors of The Hamilton Foundation: 


We have examined the balance sheet of The Hamilton Foundation as at March 
31, 1990 and the statements of income, expenses and fund balances and cash 
flows for the year then ended. Our examination was made in accordance with 
generally accepted auditing standards, and accordingly included such tests and 
other procedures as we considered necessary in the circumstances, except as 
explained in the following paragraph. 


In common with many charitable organizations, the Foundation receives 
donations and bequests, the completeness of which is not susceptible of 
conclusive audit verification. Accordingly, we were unable to determine whether 
any adjustments for unrecorded donations and bequests might be necessary to 
the donations and bequests received during the year and the fund balances at 
the end of the year. 


In our opinion, except for the effect of any adjustments which might have been 
required had we been able to satisfy ourselves with respect to the donations 
and bequests referred to in the preceding paragraph, these financial statements 
present fairly the financial position of the Foundation as at March 31, 1990 and 
the results of its operations and the changes in its financial position for the year 
then ended in accordance with generally accepted accounting principles applied 
on a basis consistent with that of the preceding year.

Information for Grant Applicants 


The Hamilton Foundation awards grants for charitable activities in Hamilton- 
Wentworth and Burlington in the arts, education, social services, health, 
conservation, recreation and the environment. 


The Foundation looks for organizations with a well-planned approach to a 
community problem, with a base of other support, with committed leadership 
and personnel with the training and skills necessary to carry out the work. 
Preference is given to projects that address the underlying causes of community 
problems and employ innovative approaches to meeting local needs. | 


Of particular interest are projects requiring a moderate amount of funding, and 
those which can exert a leverage or multiplier effect. In addition, proposals 
aimed at co-operation among agencies, co-ordination of services, volunteer 
participation, and improvement in organizational management and program 
effectiveness are encouraged. 


The Foundation is guided by the following general policies and considerations: 


e Grants are made to organizations for projects in Hamilton-Wentworth and 
Burlington. Exceptions are made only when programs elsewhere have a 
special relevance for this community or when the terms of a Fund require it. 


e Organizations should hold charitable registration with the Department of 
National Revenue (Taxation), or be able to provide evidence of current 
application for registration. 


e Although each proposal will be considered on its own merits, the following 
are normally precluded from the Foundation’s granting program: general 
operating expenses, deficit funding, building campaigns, foundation 
endowments, travel, conference or publication expenses. 


e The Foundation does not provide grants for the promotion of political, 
religious, moral or ethical philosophies or viewpoints; for annual campaigns; 
for sponsorship of teams or clubs; or to any one organization, year after year. 


e Since the focus of the Foundation is on this community and its residents, it 
does not provide grants to local organizations whose primary purpose is 
fundraising for national or provincial bodies. The Foundation will, however, 
consider proposals with local benefits, such as direct service/patient support 
programs and some educational initiatives. 


e The Foundation is interested in one-time project grants. Most often, funds 
are awarded for equipment, furnishings, minor renovations, start-up or 
special projects. 


Grants for community purposes are awarded twice yearly, with proposal 
deadlines of March 15 and September 15. A standard application form is not 
used; however, guidelines are available itemizing proposal requirements. Before 
submitting a request, applicants should contact the Foundation to ensure the 
proposal’s eligibility for funding. A visit by a Foundation representative may be 
expected if the project is under consideration.
